The prof<*s--or says oulj that which is 


true, but of which the mass of man- 
kind is ignorant. Colds are of Innu- 
merable varieties, but the most com- 
mon one Is that which -is persistently 
misunderstood. It is attributed to any- 
. thing but the right cause, which is a 
microbe. 


All its symptoms are those of a high- 


ly infectious fever, and the public in- 
stead of blaming the microbe of Infec- 
tion and striving to kill It will persist 
In denouncing drafts, wet feet, low- 
temperature, etc. 


They exclude air, the enemy of the 


microbe, from their rooms: they supply 
a temperature in which it can multiply, 
and, having become thoroughly Inocu- 
lated by breathing the germ laden at- 
mosphere, they find that a cold current 
of air causes them to shiver. The shiv- 
ering of the ordinary mind decides the 
question of causation. 


It is significant of every fever that 


It begins with shivering, and a cold 
if no exception. 


Cold, wet feet, drafts, etc., are at 


most only accessories. By putting a 
greater strain on the animal economy 
they decrease Its resistance to micro- 
bial inf tction.

THE KADIAK BEAR. 


HU Winter Habit* Much Like Thone 


ot Bear* tbe World Ov«r. 


The Kadlak bear finds no trouble In 


getting all the food he wants during 
tbe berry season and during the run of 
the various kinds of salmon, which 
lasts from June until October. At this 
period ise fattens up, and upon this fat 
lie Urea through his long winter sleep. 
When Ue wakes in the spring, he is 
Tery weak and hardly able to move, so 
WB first aim is to recover the use of 
bis legs. This he does by taking short 
walks trhen the weather Is pleasant, 
returning: to his den every night. This 
light exercise lasts for n week or HO 
when he sets out to seek upon tho 
beach kelp, which acts as a purge. lie 
now lives upon roots, principally of tlio 
salmon berry bnsh, uiid later nibbles 
the young grass. 
The^e carry him 


along until the salmon arrive, when he 
becomes exclusively a fish enter until 
the borrles are ripe. I have been told 
by the natives that Just before he goes 
Into his den be eats berries only, «tud 
bis stomach Is now so filled with fat 
that he really eats but little. 


The time when the bears go Into win- 


ter quarters depends upon the severity 
of the season. Generally speaking, it 
is in early Kovemoer, shortly after the 
cold weather has sot In. Moat bears 
Bleep uninterruptedly until spring, but 
occasionally they are found wandering 
about in midwinter. My natives seem- 
ed to think that only those bears which 
have found uncomfortable quarters a-e 
restless and that they leave their dens 
at thia time of the year only for the 
purpose of finding better ont's.—From 
•"Big Game of Western Alaska," by 
James H. Kidder, In Outing.

They do not stop to consider that 
tbe Beu Davis cnn be produced for one- 
halt' as much as any of the ordinary 
fancy apples and that, notwithstanding 
Its poor quality, it does actually outsell 
any other one variety taken through 
the entire season.

The Express Trnln of the Future. 


On the experimental railroad built by 


the German government between Ber- 
lin and Zosseu a new type of express 
traiu is to be tested iK'.ct year. The 
specifications require that the train 
shall maintain a speed of seventy-four 
and ji half miles au hour for three con- 
secutive tours. In order to diminish 1he 
air resistance as much as possible the 
entire train, including the locomotive, 
will be inclosed in a shell of sheet steel 
jointed so as to secure flexibility in 
rounding curves, uniform in size from 
end to end and presenting no projec- 
tions to catch the air.

Yaquis desired his death more than 
that of any other man excepting Gen- 
eral Lorenzo Torres. 


Lust month General Luis Torres re- 


ceived from his brother Lorenzo a tel- 
egram asking for scouts. The dispatch 
was regarded as urgent, and '"California 
Dan" and George W. Wilson, another 
American, were sent to join Lorenzo at 
Bacum. 


When tbe scouts had made a turn In 


the road that hid them from the escort, 
they wore set upon suddenly by a band 
of Yaquis, and before they could utter 
a cry they were beaten over their heads 
by clubs in the hands of the Yaquis 
until they were unconscious. 


After being gagged and bound to their 


horses, they were taken by their captors 
to the Yaqul camp at Outejuato, where 
they were tried by the Yaqui council of 
war. 


"California Dan" was condemned to 


death. Wilson was acquitted in order 
that he might tell the Mexicans what 
had happened to "California Dan." Wil- 
son was warned to leave Mexico. 


At the execution grounds, in the pres- 


ence of Wilson, the Yaquis with fiuJI 
saws cut off the feet of "California 
Dan" just above the ankles. 


After this they unbound him and told 


hira to go back to Lorenzo Torres for 
duty. 


By goading him they compelled him 


to walk beyond the iutrenchments of 
Ontejuato. 


In the bush, about 100 yards beyond 


the intronchments, he fell and expired 
In great agony. 


Next morning the Yaquis took the 


body of "California Dan" and bore it to 
tho roadside. There they suspended it 
by the neck from a tree. 


At this spot they released Wilson and 


told him to send Mexicans to cut down 
tho body of their friend and give it a 
decent burial.

He was 
followed by McLane, who caught up 
with him, killed him and then cut his 
heart out, baying that only with the 
heart's blood of the destroyer of his 
home could there be compensation. 


"When the Mormons learned of the 


manner in which Pratt had been dis- 
posed of, they swore vengeance on Ar- 
kansas, nnd there is no doubt that the 
leaders were apprised of the fact that 
there was to bo an emigrant train to 
go overland toward California and that 
they waylaid It and butchered those 
composing it. 
There were only two 


escaped that killing, and they were 
babes. Ono of them, now an old man, 
Is living In Arkansas somewhere. 


"You know that tho Mormons claim 


that the Indiana wore at fault, but that 
massacre was committed by Mormons 
drosscd as Indians. There may have 
boon Rome renegade Indians In tho 
party, but tho Mormons wore tho In- 
stigators and personally took part In 
tho butchery.

danger of communication of tho disease from man to man would 
be removed. 


The frequent occurrence of several cases of pulmonary tubercu- 


losis in a family is to be explained not on the supposition that the 
disease itself has been inherited, ns this is of exceedingly rare occur- 
rence, but that it has been produced after birth, by direct transmis- 
sion from some affected individual. 
The hortSe which has been 


occupied by consumptives may have been infected, and if parents 
are affected their relations with their children are favorable for the 
transmission by direct contact.
